GIVEN WARM P 


Services Subject of Tributes 
Before the Supreme Coun¬ 
cil Disbanded 


Paris, Jan. 21.—Before the Supreme 
Council was finally adjourned yes¬ 
terday, Mr. Lloyd George asked that 
the following statement be entered 
upon the minutes of the Council: 

“Conscious of the inestimable ser¬ 
vices which . M. Clemenceau. Presi¬ 
dent during more than a year of the 
Peace Conference, has rendered the 
cause of peace, and grateful to him. 
as we are, for the dignity, impartial¬ 
ity and wisdom with which he has 
conducted our deliberations, we, his 
colleagues, desire to express to him 
our unalterable esteem as well as our 
hop% that in the calm of his retire¬ 
ment he may live long enough to see 
his incomparable work bear fruit for 
the glory of France and the renewal 
of the prosperity of the world." 

Wallace’s Tribute. 

Hugh Wallace, the American Am¬ 
bassador to prance, who followed Mr. 
Lloyd George, said: 

“Mr. President: It is a deep regret 
for me not to have been able to be 
present longer at these deliberations 
and to profit by your great wisdom 
and your incomparable good temper. 
I have learned to know you, and that 
is to say to love you, and President 
Wilson already has told me how 
deeply attached he was to you. I 
want to express’ to you the senti¬ 
ment we feel for you and to wish you 
a long and happy life." 

Guarantee of Peace. 

M. Clemenceau. in thanking the 
Council for its expressions of es¬ 
teem. said: 

“If Great Britain, the United states. 
France, Italy and Jauan remain 
united, there is a guarantee of peace 
which exceeds all those guarantees 
which can be put on paper. If one 
day these nations are separated. I 
dare not think of the misfortunes 
which may result.” 

In conclusion M. Clemenceau said: 

“I shall not lose sight of the peace 
we are completing, and shall continue 
to follow its progress until my last 
breath. I shall try by all good 
wishes, at least to do all in my 
power for the solidarity of that peace, 
for, indeed, if by misfortune the ele¬ 
ments of discord should arise among

Sinn Fein member of 
Parliament for Cork, found the build¬ 
ing in the possession of th§ police. 

It was announced that the police 
Intend to prevent the commission 
from meeting. 


HEART SO BAD 

WAS NOT SAFE TO 
LEAVE HER ALONE 


London. Jan. 20.^-Gen. Denikine, 
leader of the anti-Bolshevik forces 
in Southern Russia, has formed a 
new Cossack Government, with Novo 
Rossysk as the capital, accdTdlng to 
advices received here. II is declared 
that the reception of the new Gov¬ 
ernment by the people is apparently 
favorable. 

The situation in South Russia, ac¬ 
cording to official dispatches dated 
January 16, was as follows: 

“In the Caucasus, insurgent at¬ 
tacks Against Derbent had been re¬ 
pulsed and the Bolshevik advance 
toward Praiskovaya likewise had 
been repulsed. 

“The Caucasus army was holding 
the line astride the Baritsin-Bkater- 
inodar railway, 120 miles southwest; 
(ft Baritsin. 

"Farther west, Bolshevik attempts 
to pass the Don River had been un¬ 
successful, but a small party had 
gained the left of the stream soythI 
of Nakhlchoaven. 

“In the direction of the Crimea the 
Bolshevik! had reached a line twenty 
miles north of the Chongar isthmus.” 

Georgian Republic. 

Paris, -Jan. 21.—Confidence in the 
ability of the Georgian Republic in 
the Caucasus to hold out against any 
Bolshevik advance if the Allies send 
the necessary supplies and war n^a- 
terials Is expressed by M. GobetcMa, 
one of the Georgian delegates here. 
He appeared before the 8upreme 
Council on Monday with a represen¬ 
tative of Azerbaijan with reference 
to the integrity of the territory of 
these Governments and its eventual 
defence against Bolshevik attacks, 
and it was understood that the 
Council considered measures for aid 
to these states for defence of their 
frontiers in case of need. 

Odessa. 

Geneva, Jan. 20.—Via London, Jan. 
it: —The Roumanian Legation at 
Berne has received a message from 
Bucharest to the effect that the 
Greek steamship Leopold had arrived 
at Constanza, on the Black Sea 
coast of Roumania, loaded with re¬ 
fugees from Odessa who reported 
that panic conditions existed when 
they left. The Bolshevik! were then 
within eighty miles of Odessa and 
meeting no resistance and everybody 
j was fleeing, the passengers declared.

LOSE TERRITORY 

Constantinople. Jan. 20.—Via Lon¬ 
don, Jan. 21.—Turkey's right to poli¬ 
tical existence is upheld in an ad¬ 
dress to the people to-day by the 
Sultan. Hope is expressed that the 
peace to be concluded with the En¬ 
tente Powers will be one of dignity, j 
and will result in the retirement of 
Allied forces which are at present 
holding portions of the empire. 

“Right dominates everything, and i 
nothing can destroy it,” the address 
declares. “The reverses of war can¬ 
not injure anyone's right to political 
existence as long as its legislative 
and executive functions maintain 
close collaboration and unite their 
efforts toward safeguarding the 
rights and interests of the state. I j 
hope it will be possible by Divine \ 
grace to secure a peace safeguarding j 
the ur)ity of our empire, as well as; 
the honor and dignity of the nation, 
and assuring the deliverance of our 
invaded provinces. 

“I appeal to Parliament to support 
the Government so that measures In¬ 
tended to repair the effects of war 
may be carried out, that all branches 
of the administration may be reform¬ 
ed, and that the guarantees of the 
rights of minorities may be respect- i 
ed.”

New York. Jan. 21.—Wholesale 
smuggling of liquor Into the United 
States from Canada by aeroplane 
was prophesied yesterday by Byron 
R. Newton, Collector of the Port of 
New York. He declared It would be 
extremely difficult to check such at¬ 
tempts over the 4,000 miles of Can¬ 
adian border. 

He explained that a single aero¬ 
plane could carry nearly 2,000 pounds 
of contraband and land at some un¬ 
frequented spot, where the liquor 
could be transferred to motor trucks 
and brought under cover of dark¬ 
ness into thousands of communities. 

A Tangle. 

Louisville, Ky. t Jan. 21.—When 700 
barrels of old Kentucky whisky 
went tft Davy Jones's locker Just off 
New York harbor last Friday, it 
meant not only a potential loss of 
$350,000, the figurative value of the 
liquor, but the possible necessity of 
the owners being obliged to pay the 
United States Government a tax of 
approximately $175,000—$260 a bar¬ 
rel—aa a penalty for not getting It 
outside the three-mile limit by Jan¬ 
uary 16, according to T. 8. Jones, 
Louisville whisky broker, who 
brought tidings of the disaster here 
yesterday. 

- The whisky, the property of the 
Green River Distilling Company, of 
Owensboro, Ky., was being lightered 
to a steamship for export on the last 
day of grace. The barge sprang a 
leak and sank. Had it gone down 
two miles farther out the tax of $6.60 
a gallon would not be due, because 
there was no revenue tax on export¬ 
ed whisky. 

Guarded. 

New York, Jan. 21.—Motor trucks 
with armed Customs guards trans¬ 
ported 25,000 gallons of confiscated 
liquor yesterday from steamship 
piers here to warehouses, where it 
will remain indefinitely pending de¬ 
cision by the Federal authorities as 
to its ultimate disposition. The 
. liquor arrived here from different 
parts of the country, but largely 
from Kentucky, too late to be ex¬ 
ported before the prohibition amend¬ 
ment became effective. 

Considerable liquor which was not 
actually exported before the amend¬ 
ment became effective will be im¬ 
mune from seizure, as it was started 
for Canada or Cuba before midnight 
last Friday. 

Saloonkeepers were given ten 
days' grace to-day to remove all 
signs dealing with alcoholic liquors, 
as required by law. 

IRISH ELECTIONS 

GIVE MIXED RESULTS 

London, Jan. 21.—While the Sinn 
Fein Is celebrating what it calls a 
victory in the Irish municipal elec¬ 
tions, official circles in London pro¬ 
fess to find In the election returns an 
element which makes the prosf*ects 
brighter for a unified Ireland under 
the proposed Home Rule Bill. This 
element is said to lie in the fact that 
the voting showed netther Southern 
Ireland to be solid Sinn Fein nor 
Northern Ireland solid Unionist. 

Neither the Sinn Felners nor the 
Unionists appear to have gained a 
majority of the total seats In tjielr 
respective strongholds. Therefore, it 
is claimed that, since the citizens are 
mixed, there is much more chance for 
them to come together quickly under 
one parliament, as proposed by Mr. 
Lloyd George In his recent speech in 
the House of Commons. 

While there are still a’few districts 
to be heard from, it would appear 
from available figures that the 8inn 
Fein has captured approximately 31 
per cent, of the seats apd the Union¬ 
ist party 20 per cent., while labor 
came strongly to the front with 17 
per cent., and the Nationalists have 
again come to life and won 14 per 
cent. The other seats are scattered 
among independents and reformers. 

This is the first time that the voice 
of all the people of Ireland haa been 
heard in elections, which was made 
possible by the new proportional 
representation measure. In the last 
general elections the Sinn Fein cap¬ 
tured 73 of the 106 parliamentary 
seats, thereby virtually sweeping the 
country. 

UNIFICATION OF 

LABOR LAWS OF 

THE PROVINCES 

Winnipeg, Jan. 21. — (Canadian 
Press).—To promote unification of 
labor laws, a national movement to 
be participated in by all trades and 
labor councils in Canada is planned. 
The Winnipeg Trades and Labor 
Council Is now communicating with 
western councils in regard to prepar¬ 
ing a programme which it believes 
would place Dominion labor legisla¬ 
tion on a higher plane. A conference 
at an early date between the Govern¬ 
ment, employers and labor represent¬ 
atives from all sections of the country 
Is among the plans contemplated.

CITY MUST GET 


Mayor Foreshadows Submis¬ 
sion of By-law on Mattel* 
at Next Election 

Victoria will have to establish a 
new cemetry next year, and a by-law 
on the subject will have to be sub¬ 
mitted to the ratepayers at the next 
civic election If not earlier, Mayor 
Porter Intimated to-day. 

“The present cemetery will last for 
the present year," His Worship 
stated, “but not longer, 7 am inform¬ 
ed by the officials who have charge 
of the institution. Something cer¬ 
tainly will have to be done to meet 
the situation next year. The matter 
has been delayed quite long enough 
now. Of course I am not In a posi¬ 
tion to say that a by-law will be 
submitted. That is for the Council 
to decide, but it seems an absolute 
necessity to me. I have little doubt 
that something will be done." 

In 1919 the ratepayers were given 
an opportunity of voting to allow the 
Council to spend about $40,000 on a 
new cemetery to be established on 
the Tod property near Mount Doug¬ 
las. None of the aldermen then in 
the Council campaigned for the by¬ 
law’ apbmitted, or gave very active 
support to the plan and, perhaps due 
to this fact, the measure was de¬ 
feated. other efforts had been made 
frequently before that time. Indeed, 
as early as twenty-five years ago the 
late Mayor Teague was advocating 
the establishment of a new cemetery 
at Cedar Hill. 

The inter-munlclpal committee has 
the question in hand at the present 
time.

With the disbanding of the Su¬ 
preme Council without a settlement 
of the Adriatic question. Premier 
Nitti, .of Italy, declared he stood by 
hia ultimatum that If the Jugo¬ 
slavs did not accept Italy’s terms he 
would withdraw* his compromise of¬ 
fer, and that Italy would demand that 
France and Great Britain execute 
purely and simply the Treaty of 
London, of April, 1915. 

Prior to the breaking up of the 
Council, the Jugo-Slav reply to Ita¬ 
ly's demands had been presented. 
Signor Nitti declared the terms un¬ 
acceptable. 

Supreme Effort 

The Jugo-Slav note said It consti¬ 
tuted “the supreme effort" of Jugo¬ 
slavia to bring about an agreement 
with Italy. This fact, taken In con¬ 
nection with Premier’s Nlttl’s state¬ 
ment. apparently leaves the situation 
a teusp one. 

The Jugo-Slavs accept internation¬ 
alization under the League of Na¬ 
tions for Flume and Zara, concede to 
Italy the Islands of Dussin and Pela- 
groza, and agree to the demilitariza¬ 
tion of the Adriatic Islands with the 
condition that the Island of Lissa re¬ 
main Jugo-Slav. 

The right of the Italians in Dalma¬ 
tia to choose Italian nationality 
•without leaving Jugo-Slavia is rec¬ 
ognized by the Jugo-Slavs. who also 
agree that Italian national’rights In 
Dalmatian Industries shall be guar¬ 
anteed by an international conven¬ 
tion. They refuse to make any al¬ 
teration of the line drawn by Presi¬ 
dent Wilson. 

The note said the desire of the Al¬ 
banians for independence w’ould be 
respected, but if necessary the Jugo¬ 
slavs would accept all the proposals. 

Plebiscites 

Marshal Foch informed the Coun¬ 
cil that the British hud notified him 
of their inability to send their quota 
of troops, numbering 25,000, to the 
plebiscite areas. The Marshal,rec¬ 
ommended that the British troops be 
replaced by French and Italians if 
necessary. 

The Council later held a further 
discussion of Great Britain’s un- 
nouncement of her inability to send 
her quota of troops into the plebis¬ 
cite areas. The discussion resulted in 
the British offering to send naval de¬ 
tachments to Memel and Danzig. 

Roumania 

The Council heard Galda Voivode, 
the Roumanian Premier, regarding 
the desire of Roumania to annex Bes¬ 
sarabia. The Cpuncil Informed M. 
Vofvode that It would make a deci¬ 
sion regarding Bessarabia after the 
Roumanians had entirely complied 
with the Council’s instructions re¬ 
garding the evacuation of Hungary. 

Switzerland 

Gustav Ador, former .President of 
Switzerland, was received by the 
Council. He explained the Swiss at¬ 
titude on entry into the League of 
Nations and said Switzerland wanted 
Its neutrality maintained as a condi¬ 
tion of participation in the League. 

It was agreed to refer this question 
to the League of Nations Council for 
decision. 

Offioial Statement 

An official communication issued 
after the lost session of the Supreme 
Council said: 

“The Council took cognisance of 
the Jugo-Slav answer to the Italian 
plan for settlement of the Adriatic 
question. The Jugo-81av Govern¬ 
ment having made reservations, it 
has been asked to give a definite re¬ 
ply on the subject between now and 
the end of the week.

HEW HOSPITAL NEEDED. 

Tho need of a modern qew establishment to 
the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital, has 
been Apparent. It was recognized by the 
of Victoria about seven years ago, 
■Wen they passed a bylaw authorizing the mu- 
lioipality to raise $225,000 towards th.e cost of a 
new building, while some seventy thousand dol¬ 
lars were raised by public subscription. Prelim¬ 
inary steps were taken in connection with the en- 
®*rprise and the present laundry premises were 
erected out of the funds obtained from subscrip¬ 
tion. The optbreak of war, however, prevented 
further progress and subsequently the debentures 
issued in pursuance of the bylaw were cancelled 
jj jtth agreement between the municipal authorities 
d the Hospital Board. 

■ Thus, seven years ago the urgent necessity 
)of new hospital quarters on the site of the present 
Institution was generally appreciated, and the 
MpcCSsity has grown more pressing in that time. 
The building is totally inadequate to the require¬ 
ments. Because‘of its numerous glaring defects 
lit costs as much to run as a modern institution 
. tyueh larger would cost, and too much praise 
i&wiot be given to the staff for the marked ef¬ 
ficiency of their work in the faee of such ob¬ 
stacles. Between the various communities and 
'interests concerned there should be no difficulty 
in raising the wherewithal for a new hospital, 
dihe care of suffering humanity should have the 
first call upon the public.

country. It is to be hoped, however, that, action 
by the proper authorities will be taken well in ad¬ 
vance of the time of his arrival here so that he 
may be Victoria's guest for a day or two at least. 


In the report' of the Provincial Board of 
Health just issued in its official form is included 
a table of cases of contagion reported during the 
year ending/in June last. One section is devoted 
to | cases of tuberculosis which in itself emphasizes 
the urgent need of a determined war upon this 
awful malady much more effectively than reams 
of academic theorizing-, could possibly do. It is 
shown that out of 721 reported consumptive cases 
149 died. This docs hot mean, of course, that 
572 recovered. It does mean, however, that the 
lives of 149 people might have been saved if 
British Columbia had possessed adequate means 
of looking after and caring for them. It gives 
rise also to speculation on the fate of the 572. 
Moreover, could there be a more eloquent appeal 
for action than that which lies behind the fig¬ 
ures of the most populous community of the 
Province. Out of 386 cases no fewer than 103 
succumbed. Favorable consideration on the part 
of the Government to take over the institution 
of Tranquille has not come too soon. Until it can 
accommodate every tubercular subject who needs 
treatment under constant supervision, however, 
no policy will be adequate. 

FOREWARNED. 

Chicago’s influenza wave, which appears to be 
claiming its victims at the rate of a thousand 
every twenty-four hours, again suggests the pos¬ 
sibility of a recurrence of last winter’s epi¬ 
demic. Happily, however, the Provincial Board 
of Health is able to report a comparatively clean 
bill of health for the whole Province as far as 
this particular ipaluly is concerned. Neverthe¬ 
less, to he forewarned is to be forearmed, and 
it should be the part of wisdom for everybody 
to take no liberties with the ordinary cold. An 
ounce of prevention is more effective than a car- 
load of, cure. 

When the Suffragan Bishop of Chicago asked 
n member of the Ulster Protestant Delegation to 
the United States what his solution for the Irish 
problem was, he answered: “Ten years of firm, 
impartial and honest administration of the law.” 
If this remedy had been applied a few years ago 
in the North and South alike there might have 
been no Irish problem to-day. 

When Lord French was appointed to the 
exalted position of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland a 
comparatively short while ago he was a con¬ 
firmed Unionist. His conversion to Home Rule 
has been rapid and evidently his reasons are 
sound enough. He realizes the problem cannot 
be settled by force. 

Winnipeggers know what it is now to do with¬ 
out their regular daily news service and the tem¬ 
porary enforced suspension of the newspapers 
was responsible for a crop of varied rumors 
which kept the newsroom telephones busy. By 
the same token how would Victoria like to de¬

They would not attempt to force 
Holland to give up Hohenzollern by arms. It has 
been suggested in some dispatches that the ex- 
Kaiser may be tried in his absence but such a 
trial obviously would be as empty and futile 
as a performance of “Hamlet” minus the melan¬ 
choly Dane. The former German Crown Prince 
however, is on a different legal status The of- 
fences with which he is charged are violation of 
many laws common to practically all countries

"Whereas many men are now out 
of employment, and whereas the con¬ 
struction of a new hospital building 
will provide employment for a num¬ 
ber of men for some time. 

"Be it therefore resolved: That we, 
the members of the Great War Vet¬ 
erans In Victoria, now combine with 
other organizations in the City of 
Victoria in agitating for a new hos¬ 
pital building, and in waiting upon 
the proper authorities to have this 
work rushed forward immediately, 
and that a copy of this resolution 
be forwarded to all other associations 
In Victoria."

Roads from Genoa Bay, B.C., Decem¬ 
ber 30 and for the past three weeks 
she has been swinging: idly at anchor 
inside the Ftsguard Light at Esqui¬ 
mau. 

In the Interim the vessel was the 
scene of a stabbing affray which re¬ 
sulted in the serious wounding of the 1 
mate. A new mate has been signed 
on and the crew Is on deck, but the 
windjammer still tugs at her 
moorings. 

For every day that the Bianca re¬ 
mains In port, Captain R. Petterson. 
her master, estimates that the 
owners are out $500. Based on this 
estimate ihe owners have lost over 
$10,000 since the windjammer haa 
been tied uty here. 

Ship Charter Rate. 

The Bianca is under charter to 
the San Francisco ;flrm of J. J. 
Moore A Co., and her charter rate to 
South Africa is $54 per thousand 
board measurement feet. The freight 
on the cargo will amount to ap¬ 
proximately $100,000 and the lumber 
cargo Itself Is worth about $70,000. 
The total lumber carried aboard the 
Bianca is 1,860,000 feet, of which 1,- 
300,000 feet is stowed .in the hold 
and the balance lashed uboard as a 
deckload. 

The Blanca is a new vessel and 
was built by the Elliott Bay Ship¬ 
building Company of Seattle. Her 
owners are the Bianca Shipping Cor¬ 
poration of Seattle. 

The vessel will make the run to 
South Africa via Cop*- Horn, and 
once he gets away. Captain Petter¬ 
son expels to make Delagou Bay in 
about one hundred days.

Negotiations leading up to the 
establishment of a two-year college ' 
course at the Victorlu High School 
have progressed most satisfactorily 
during the last week, and have pavsd 
the way for a final agreement on the, 
matter between the SofTool Board 
and the B. C. University authorities. 

E. B. Paul, Municipal Inspector of 
Schools, last week conferred Inform¬ 
ally with President Kllnck. of the 
University, and considered with him 
various matters incidental to the 
establishment of the much-needed 
course. Mr. Kllnck showed a will¬ 
ingness to meet the wishes of the 
Victoria educational authorities In 
modifying somewhat the original 
estimates of the expense Involved by 
the reduction of the number of op¬ 
tions offered the students. Mr. Paul 
is now preparing a detailed estimate 
of the expenditure In question and 
will forward this estimate to Presi¬ 
dent Kllhck immediately. Mr. Paul 
also will lay before the School Board 
a report on the matter at an early 
date. 

It will then be for the School 
Board to make the next move. The 
Board Is anxious to organize the 
course as soon as possible. Through 
its officials and committees the 
Board has brought the negotiations 
to their present satisfactory stage. 
Members of the Board are perceiving 
more and more as time goes on that 
there Is a big demand for the course 
and for Instruction In the subjects 
that It will include. It is pointed out 
in this connection that the arts 
course at the University Itself is 
more 111 demand than any other and 
takes into Its scope some eighty per 
cent, of the students.

The platinum market during the 
first quarter of 1919 was easier than 
In 1918, owing to the facts that the 
United States governmental restric¬ 
tion on the use of platinum had been 
removed and that the government 
was disposing of its surplus stocks, 
according to the United States Geo¬ 
logical Survey. The low price of $99 
an ounce was reached late In March 
and was maintained about a month, 
but the price gradually stiffened 
until August, when the government 
stocks were exhausted, and then 
abruptly rose to $110 an ounce. Since 
the middle of. August the price has 
continued to advance about $5 an 
ounce a month;* the demand for the 
metal has' been strong and the 
supply has been short. During the 
first nine months of 1919 about 40,- 
400 ounces of platinum were im¬ 
ported, and importation at this rate 
will probably be continued during 
the rest of the year, so that If the 
normal domestic production of 7,000 
to 10,000 ounce* is maintained, about

He evidently fired directly 
Ewart had passed, the bullet enter¬ 
ing the back of his leg and coming 
out over the knee In front. Then, 
coming close to his victim, he put 
another bullet through his head, 
which probably caused instant death. 

Knew the Mins. 

That the gunman was familiar with 
the surroundings is indicated by all 
his movements. One very signifi¬ 
cant point is that while Alexander 
Ewart was obtaining tools from the 
master mechanic's place, his brother 
Andrew, who came from the home of 
deceased, had passed along the tun¬ 
nel without being molested, and 
Waited some time near the cars at 
the faces. 

The brother not coming as expect¬ 
ed, Andrew retraced his steps, only to 
be shocked by the discovery of the 
body of his brother, about half-way 
along the tunnel. 

One man who recently was dis¬ 
charged by the deceased has been 
detained by the police, but so far 
nothing has been proved to connect 
him with the mrder. 

Alexander Ewart, the murdered 
man, leaves a widow and five chil¬ 
dren, the eldest being about nine 
years old. He was a member of a 
lodge of Free Masons in Scotland.

Province Favor Tried 
Officials

Sufficient is now known of the 
municipal election results in the 
cities and districts to be able to 
draw some conclusions as to the ef¬ 
fect on the personnel, and the pros¬ 
pects for municipal government 
throughout British'Columbia in 1920. 

On the whole there has not been a 
general desire for change, and the 
electors have shown & disposition to 
renew their confidence in tried and 
experienced men, and generally 
showed an inclination not to be 
drawn into unknown paths of spend¬ 
ing money. 

Effect On Union. 

Of the leaders of the Union of 
British Columbia Municipalities it is 
inevitable that some should have 
disappeared from municipal life. 
Particularly is «this the case with the 
Executive Committee, at least half 
of whose membership no longer 
speak for their Councils. The elec¬ 
tions have dealt more kindly with 
Khe Advisory Committee, few of 
whose members have fallen by the 
wayside on the rocky ground of pub¬ 
lic disfavor. Of the executive of¬ 
ficers its President, Councillor Lou- 
tet, of North Vancouver, was re¬ 
turned In his ward by acclamation. 
Mayor McKenzie, of Nanaimo, the 
Vice-President, had to contest his 
seat,- but is back again for a fourth 
term. The Secretary, A. W. Gray, 
who has for several terms been 
Mayor of New Westminster, has 
withdrawn from municipal life. 
However, Mr. Gray may decide not 
to cease his association with the 
Union, for he has an excellent pre¬ 
cedent in the long tenure of office 
of his predecessor, as Secretary, 
Henry Bose, who remained Secre¬ 
tary of the Union long after he re¬ 
linquished his position, as Reeve of 
Surrey. 

On Lower Mainland. 

There have been a number of 
changes in the suburban munici¬ 
palities of the Lower Mainland. T. 
W. Fletcher, late Reeve of Point 
Grey, drops out, but the Union and 
the individual municipalities retain 
the wise counsel of Reeve E. H. 
Bridgman, of North Vancouver, and 
the fighting qualities of Reeve T. 
Sanderson, of Burnaby. The rural 
municipalities of the Lower Fraser 
show some slight changes in their 
leaders but apparently they will still 
be strong enough in personnel to | 
force the Executive of the Union 
into October meetings rather than | 
earlier sessions, as urban centres 
apparently desire. 

In the Okanagan the astonishing 
circumstance has arisen of not a 
single candidate for the Council being 
nominated at Vernon and not a suffi¬ 
cient number in the adjoining muni-i 
cipality of Coldstream. This cir¬ 
cumstance again has a parallel in the 1 
Kootenays, where it is sometimes

Money By-laws. 

The public has shown a disinclina¬ 
tion throughout the contests to sanc¬ 
tion money by-laws and several have 
been rejected In various communi¬ 
ties. Municipal cold storage plants, 
doubtless an offshoot of the high 
cost of living. Library by-laws, due 
to the operation of the new Act, and 
grants for technical education have 
been three chief issues, and have met 
with fluctuating success. There has 
been a very limited application on 
the part of Councils to borrow money 
for street or road works, for water¬ 
works, and sewers.

"Only a determination to secure for 
the mass of the workers economic 
freedom and security can eliminate 
thfe evils of the past and materialize 
the new era.”
